York in 18(57. not knowing a soul in 
this country. 
His first work was as 
an employee in a rolling mill at the i 
Lincoln Iron Works, east of Harris­ 
burg, Pa. 
Six months of this heavy 
labor convinced him that he had no 
desire to become an ironmaster, and 


lie bought an immigrant’s ticket from 
Philadelphia to Kansas Pity. 
At the latter city the newcomer 
worked several days at a livery stable, 
only to be 
“fired” because of 
the 
return of ti 
former employee of 
the 
; table boss, 
Griffiths 
being let oui to 
make place 
for the old hostler. 
In 
a short time the young Welshman was 
again at work, this time on a ranch 
south of Kansas Pity, Kansas. 
Mr. 
Griffiths remained on the ranch until 
the following Christmas, when he j 
started to work on his first job of 
railroad construction. 
This task was on a rock cut in the 
building of the Fort Scott & Gulf 
Railway. 
There was an offer of a 
charter in Oklahoma to the first rail 
rend Mint creased the border, and 
the JVI. K. & T. beat the other roads 
to the line, so that the Fort Scott A 
Gulf never reached the Gulf. 
Griffi­ 
ths, however, worked two years on 
the road, became foreman on a con­ 
struction train and later was section 
foreman. 
From his place as boss of the sec­ 
tion, Mr. Griffiths was “ fired,” as he I 
himself puts it, and departed 
for: 
Arkansas with three other adventur-j 
Otis souls in a wagon, driving over­ 
land.

Griffiths was working under Morgan 
Jones, them a contractor, and subse­ 
quently head of the Fort Worth A' 
Denver, and later president of the 
Wichita Valley Railway Company.

who had been disappointed by the 
suspension of payment by the Little 


Rock & Fort Smith 
line. 
Morgan 
.Tones paid his employees in full and 
took his entire crew with him to work 
on a damaged levee nearby. 
Griffiths 
continued in this line of activity for 
Arnut a yearj when he became a eon- 
ractof on his own hook -“contract- 
g” chills and fever. 
Forsaking the levee job, the young 
migrant set to work on a narrow 
<„ .age road which was building from 
Fine Bluff, Arkansas, to Helena, 'this 
position lasted until the spring of 
, 
when it “ blew up” in conse­ 
quence of the bankruptcy of the com ­ 
my, the workmen being unable to 
t their pay until after a wait of 
a month or two. 
Griffiths then went to 
Memphis. 
Tennessee, to work on the Memphis- 
Paducah roalroad, but the chills re­ 
turned, and he determined to leave 
for St. Louis. 
Arriving there, he de­ 
termined to go to St. Paul. 
At St. 
Paul Tie heard that the northern Pa­ 
cific was in need of men, and he 
) romptly bought a ticket to Duluth.

Duluth he was given a pass over 
Northern Pacific to the end of 
a fin. . which at that time was about 
, n with the west line of Minneso­ 
ta* and from that point he went a 
hundred miles farther west to a point 


w h i c h is now Jamestown,
